A brief gpell of cold weather and
high windg stimulated retall buying
durlng the week and was responsible
for the consumption of a lot of coal,
Jiut for the cold wave the market
would have been very quiet, It is not
vet cortain that the spring price list
will not bBe out about April 1, conse-
quently dealers are buylng only for
immediate necds. At the mines things
are slowly getting In shape after the
recent floods. The Reading has all but
n small fraction of its collieries run-
ning, and s sendlng out o preity
heavy tonnage.

Interest just at present centers in the
convention of representatives of the
United Mine Workers at Shamokin,
where the question is to strike or not
to strike. The chlef producing com-
panieg last week posted notices an-
nouncing a contlnuation of the ten per
cent, advance in wages glven after the
1000 strike, and a willlingness to dis-
cugs any grievances with their em-
ployes, The delegates to the conven-
tion apparently are of varlous minds,
Most of those from the Schuylkill re-
glon seem to be opposed to a strike,
thosge from the Wyoming and Lacka-
swanna reglons are more outspoken and
talk of striking unless the operators
prant stralght-out recognition to the
union, make uniform rates of wages
for different minea in the same dis-
trict and glve an elght-hour day to all
mine-helpers, firemen, engineers, mule
drvivers and workers in the breakers,
The indlentions are, as wages are good
and many miners have .been idle more
or legs all winter from interruptions of
production, that the radical element in
the conventlon will have difficulty in
forcing a strike, which, at this time
of the year, is likely to have but one
putcome—total defeat, — Engineering
pud Mining Journal.

To Double Capacity.

T. 8. Barker & Co. have purchased
three acres of ground adjoining their
plant on the Diamond Flats, near the
power house, and have plans prepared
for new buildings that will double the
capacity of the works.

The demand for the scales manufac-
tured by the company has been so
great that the present capacity of the
plant would not permit the company
to fill all of ils orders. Work on the
addition will begin in a short time,
